do not depend for profits on luck from
day to day. The big companies are
not pursuing a single elusive vein, and

All the important porphyry mines
have taken from their wide spreading
shallow deposits hundreds of drill cores
lrom which the engineers have accur-
ately tabulated and mapped the values
Underground to the end that work can
be so directed as to give desired results.
